During  this  time,  photographers  NICOLE  ORR  and  ROB  HINCKLEY  snap  pictures  of 
everyone  looking  wonderful  with  smiling  faces  and  beautiful  outfits.  Then  at  the  microphone,  THOMAS  DOANE  and  PAT  PURDY, 
co-owners  of  a  garage,  ask  everyone  to  be  quiet  for  the  raffle  of  a  Mustang,  provided  by  dealership  owner  JIM  NARGI.  A  horse  is  the 
second  raffle  prize.  The  Clydesdale  had  walked  into  a  stable  co-owned  by  SHARON  CYBORON,  BECKY  YOST,  DENISE  LeCUYER, 
and  TRACY  MILLS  back  in  Connecticut,  and  they  didn't  know  what  else  to  do  with  it.  Lawyer  NEIL  ANDREWS  wins  the  Clydesdale, 
and  the  proud  winner  of  the  Mustang  is  GREG  JASIENSKI,  owner  of  a  bike  shop.

Softball  coach  TRACY  HARTSHORN  tries  to  catch  a  snowball  thrown  at  her  ski  lift  car,  but  due  to  a  slight  miscalculation 
she  ends  up  head  first  in  the  snow-covered  mountain  below  her.  Luckily,  sports  trainer  LORI  O'CONNOR  and  physical  therapist 
SUZI  STOLZENBERG  are  right  there  to  help  out.
